Claims 1-3 are directed towards an electrode device for the 
electrolytic surface treatment of metals, comprising a 
nozzle connected with a unipolar external power source, a 
tank for electrolytic solution connected to the said 
electrode device in order to supply the nozzle through 
channels inside said device with electrolytic solution which 
is put under pressure through a dosing device controlled by 
a user, the said dosing device being activated by pressure 
of the user on the tank* 


2. claims: 4-7 and 14-18 

Claims 4-7 and 14-18 are directed towards an electrode 
device for the electrolytic surface treatment of metals, 
comprising a nozzle connected with a unipolar external power 
source, a tank for electrolytic solution connected to the 
said electrode device in order to supply the nozzle through 
channels inside said electrode device with electrolytic 
solution which is put under pressure through a dosing device 
controlled by a user, the said dosing device being activated 
by pressure of the user on the body or shell of the 
electrode device. 


3. claim: 8 

Claim 8 is directed towards an electrode device for the 
electrolytic surface treatment of metals, comprising a 
nozzle connected with a unipolar external power source, a 
tank for electrolytic solution connected to the said 
electrode device in order to supply the nozzle through 
channels inside said device with electrolytic solution which 
is put under pressure through a dosing device controlled by 
a user, the said tank being removably connected to the said 
electrode device. 


4. claims: 9-13 

Claims 9-33 are directed towards an electrode device for the 
electrolytic surface treatment of metals, comprising a 
nozzle connected with a unipolar external power source, a 
tank for electrolytic solution connected to the said 
electrode device in order to supply the nozzle through 
channels inside said device with electrolytic solution which 
"is put under pressure through a dosing device controlled by 
a user, the said tank being defined by its features for 
re-entry of air after the suction of the electrolytic 
solution. 
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
